Bellows says the first batches of tea 
were silted on two old screen doors in 
a warehouse “The company has now 
evolved into a 100,000 square foot 
warehouse, with three or four backup 
warehouses tor storing herbs, and 
over 220 people are now emploved 

Sitting atop a corporation that 
grossed $39 million last year has 
brought certain changes upon them 
Bellows says he has learned alot about 
the American business system and the 
world. Hay is more specific 

“When I watch TV I don't watch 
the show I look at the commercials 
It is the most viable, entertaining form 
of creativity ” Also, when he fulfills his 
long-time dream of cutting an albun 
t will no longer be with a guitar The 
piano is now his instrument 

In dealing with people, Hay says 
he’s a hero to the customers and an 
enemy to the competition. “It's cool 
though,” he shrugs 

Five years ago he was just a normal 
nobody. “Now when | run into a 
lawyer friend at the club he says, “You 
gotta meet this guy.” It’s like the 
theatre of life, | meen what are vou 
gonna say to this guy in 1§ seconds? 
Hi. | want to get to know you ‘cause 
you're a VIP" 

“Then there is the $100 - a - plate 
dinner and that sort of thing _ that’s 
what the Big Business Blow Job is all 
about. It's o.k. once you realize the 
formula. But it does weird me out.” 

The 13 blended herb teas that are 
making all the money for Celestial are 
described, in ample reams of company 
literature, with such phrases as “a day 
at the beach for your taste buds.” 

The teas —- like Morning Thunder 
Mo's 24, Sleepy Time, and Pelican 
Punch — set different moods. “One is 
layed - back, one is pink, one is red and 
punchy, one is brown and relaxing,” 
says Hay. “But once the sun is down 
it's Heineken time.”

Along with the tea, a customer 
buys two messages. One is to eat 
healthful food instead of the “saltines 
and white bread and all the other 
yadda yadda crap” in the grocery 
stores. The other is a spiritual - 
philosophical message 


“We're not a cult. Nothing to do 
with Moon, or swami yadda yadda, or 
any yoga person. It stems from the 
Arancha book. . service to brother 
man under the fatherhood of God,” 
says Hay 


“We don't try to cram it down their 
throats, like a lot of institutionalized 
spiritual trips do. We trv to make 


people smile. Like on our tea boxes we 
give them some humor. We also try to 
peak someone's imagination, like with 
the invisibility of the spirit.” 


“All this makes them think and the 
more they think, the more they'll be 
concerned about what goes into their 
bodies, and the more they'll buy Celes- 
tial Seasonings.” 


The whole thing still looks sus- 
piciously like a gimmick. “It has been 
called that by a lot of people,” says 
Hay, “but we don't look at it that 
way.” 


The spiritual angle has been toned 





down considerably in recent years 
though. “We bumped into some pretty 
weird situations,” says Bellows. “We 
put out a package once that talked 
about the brotherhood of man and the 
fatherhood of God, and got attacked 
by women’s libbers. They were going 
to sue us for that.”

Younger warns public of 
fraudlulent repairmen 


Spring will be upon us in just a few 
months — the time of year when many 
people turn their attention to adding 
“that den I've always wanted” or 
“finally enlarging the kitchen” or 
other home repairs, such as a new 
root, driveway or patio 

In many cases this work will be 
done by contractors. most of whom 
are reliable and honest businessmen 
but “there are also persons whose ac- 
tivities are minaly fraudulent,” said 
State Attorney General Eveile J 
Younger 

He calls attention to the William- 
sori Gang, which first came to the 
notice of law enforcement in Califor- 
nia in the 1920's. “They operate within 
a close family structure and move in 
and out of geographical areas using 
various techniques to sell a variety of 
home repair services,” the State of- 
ficial relates 

Often the victim does not know he 
has been swindled until after the 
offense takes place and, in some 
instances, never realizes it 

To help you become aware of the 
gang's work here are some examples 

Room repair —- Claims are made 
about the sealing products that will be 
used. The products are said to 
guarantee to seal all cracks and leaks, 


but otten laboratory reports indicate 


additives in their products, such as old 
crankcase onl, silver paint, thinner and 
solvent 


Termite inspections The gang 


may smuggle pieces of termite infested 
wood into homes to convince poten- 
tial victims that their residences are 
infested with termites. Thev then 
Pretend to exterminate the termites by 


spraying the foundations with roofing 
material or by burving an unknown 
substance in the ground around the 
home 


Other thome repairs Gang 


members may also solicit jobs for the 
repairing of driveways, 
systems and electrical wiring

What can you do as a consumer? 
Home repair frauds ave not limited 


to one group, but it is important to be 
aware of these frauds. Make sure that 
the people you deal with are honest 
and above board 


If the person you are dealing with is 


not willing to be open, or to put in 
writing exactly what work is to be 
done, find yourself someone else. Try 
to deal with local contracotrs, whose 
reputation you can check. 


Finally, it is very important that 


everyone who is victimized report to 
local law enforcement.

NASA Director to speak 
on extraterrestrial life 


Harold P. Kline. director of Life 
Sciences at NASA's Ames Research 
Center in Mountain View, Calif. will 
speak about the search for extraterres 
trial life Wednesday, Feb 9 from |-2 
p.m in Anthro. 108

At the Research Center, Kline is 
responsible for research and 
development programs in exobiology 
and environmental biology, human 
research and bio-technoiogy He is 
also chairman of the NASA planetary 
biology program, member of the joint 
US USSR space medicine and 
biology program, and leader of the 
Viking biology team 


4 specialist in mic- 
rohophysiology, Kline came to Ames 
in 1963 following seven years as a 


professor and chairman of the Biology 


Department at Brandeis University in 
Massachusetts. He has also taught at 


the University of California, Berkeley 
and the University of Washington in 
Seattle. Kline has published almost 
100 technical papers in the areas of 
rucrobialchemistry, mechanisms of 


adaptions of micro-organisms to 
changes in their environment, and ex- 
obiology. 


He has served on several advisory 
committeer to NASA, such as the 
planetary biology sub-committee, the 
Interagency Committee on back con- 
tamination, the Research Advisory 


Committee on biotechnology and 


human research, the joint US/ USSR 


working group in space medicine and 
biology, and the NASA Life Sciences 
Meering Committee He is leader of 
the Viking biology team which will 
perform automated life detection ex- 
periments on the first Mars lander in 
1976. Kline is also an editor of Origins 
of Life magazine

Improved Emmylou 
and band jolt Sacto

Last Wednesday night, Emmylou 
Harris and the Hot Band opened up 
their 1977 tour before a near - capacity 
crowd at Sacramento's beautiful 
Community Theater. She walked 
onstage three years and three gold 
records older than her debut season 
The band is better, the material is 
newer, but Emmyiou’s voice has 
remained unchanged through success 

Opening the show was a bluegrass 
band called Alan Munde and the All - 
Stars. Though each member of this 
band was totally competent with his 
instrument, the overall effect was 
disappointing. The band was 
originally billed “featuring Richard 
Greene,” but the fiddle player was 
Dennis Fetchitt They were un- 
practiced and the vocals suffered 
Nothing about their performance 
brought the two monumenta! Coun- 
tryGazzette albums to mind 

Two instrumentals, “Dear old Dix- 
ie,” and “Brown County Breakdown,” 
received good response from the well - 
natured audience, who deserved more 
than Alan Munde and the All - Stars 

After a few stage rearrangements, 
it was Emmylou's evening. Using Par- 
sons’ “Las Vegas” as an entrance, Har- 
ris marched through 17 of the tunes 
that have built her career 

The band moved into “Amarillo,” 

a tune written by Emmylou and 
rhythm guitarist Rodney Crowell 
This was followed with her two hits 
“One of These Days,” and “Together 
Again.” For her more - or - less 
traditional tune, Emmylou brought 
up Fayssoux Starling to help her sing 
“Hello Stranger” by A.P. Carter * 
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The Hot Band is an appropriately 
named collection of six highly profes- 
sional male musicians that surround 
Emmylou physically and musically 
Her stage appearance is so delicate 
and vulnerable. she wouid seemingly 
collapse onstage without the support 
of her band. The contrast between 
Harris and her entourage works well 
with her audience 

The Hot Band is Emory Gordy, 
bass, John Ware, drums; Hank 
DeVito, pedal steel; Glen D. Hardin, 
piano, Rocsey Crowell, guitar; and 
Albert Lee, electric guitar that i not 
te he believed 

Emmylou finished her set with the 
ttle track from her latest LP, Luxury 
Liner. another Parsons composition 
She left the stage with the audience 
already on its feet. After a short stan- 
doff, she was back. Many peopie in the 
audience shouted their requests She 
complied by performing her two 
alcoholic numbers, “Feeling’ Single, 
Seein’ Double” and “Bluebird Wine.” 

Again she smiled and thanked the 
audience. Again the throng of Sac- 
ramentans was on its feet, clapping, 
whistling, shouts for “more.” Once 
more the Hot Band filed back onstage, 
this time to perform a tune written by 
Harris and Bill (Take Me Home 
Country Roads) Danoff called 
“Boulder to Birmingham.” This was 
the highlight. The melancholy words 
match the melody and her voice so 
beautifully that a terrific 
lonesomeness crept up in the air and it 
could only be vented by her voice. She 
knew this, and sang with strong con- 
yiction, sweetness, and pain She 
thanked the audience for the last time 
and departed

Three key races, a stronger than ex- 
pected San Francisco State team and 
extremely cold waters, caused the 
CSUS swimmers to lose 59-52 Satur- 
day 


Tied $2-52 going into the last race 
(the 400 yard freestyle relay) the 
Hornets were overtaken on the anchor 
leg to lose the race and the meet. The 
CSUSF quartet clocked a time of 
332.1, CSUS came in at 3.35.5 


“We didn't know what San Fran- 
cisco had coming into this meet. They 
were a more balanced squad than I ex- 
pected said Hornet coach Tom Ehlert 


Ehlert said his swimmers en- 
durance was down and attirubted part 
of it to the freezing waters at the 
Hornet pool. But the Hornet mentor 
pointed out that the Gators swam in 
the same waters. “Our performance is 
behind and | think that's because we 
were overconfident and slacked off a 
little this week.” Ehlert continued 

The Gators were overpowering in 
the freestyle events, where they ac- 
cumulated 40 of their total points. the 
Hornets got 16 easy points in the 
and three meter diving events because 
‘he Gators did not have any divers 
san Francisco won nine of the 13 
events, but CSUS had good support 
rom second and third place finishers 
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wo other races that could have 
turned the tide for CSUS only served 
in their eventual dunking. Sacramento 
swimmers lost close races in the 200 
yard breast and hackstrokes. 

After battling for the lead through 
several laps Greg Buffin of San Fran- 
cisco mpped Keith Kodama in the 
backstroke with a time of 2:20.9 
Kodama was timed in 2:21 flat. Jim 
Mayfield of the Hornets lost out to 
John Moyes of SF State in the 
breaststroke in another close con 
frontation 

“Those races could have gone 
either way, tf we had won them it 
would have been different,” Ehlert 
said. Ehlert said he had figured his 
squad would do well in the sprint 
races and backstroke, but the 
swimmers didn’t come through in 
those normally strong events for them 

Sacramentc won the 400 yard 
medley relay with a team of Kodama 
Mayfield, Don Burroughs and Don 
Harrell.

CSUS schedule of Classes open till Feb. 11 
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Compensation for Longshoremen 


Longshoremen who are employed 
by the Port of Sacramento will be 
eligible for woekrs’ compensation 
benefits under the State Compen- 
sation Insurance Fund if legislation 
introduced by Assemblyman Vic 
Fazio (D - Sacramento, Solano, Yolo) 
is enacted 


Currently, political subdiv' sions 
such as the Port of Sacramento are not 
included in the State Compensation 


Insurance Fund. As a_ resuit, 
longshoremen who are employed 


directly by the Port do not receive 
workers’ compensation _ benefits 
equivalent to those received by 
longshoremen employed by private 
companies 


Recent changes in the Federal Fair 
Labor Standards Act have increased 
workers’ compensation benefits for 







longshoremen covered by the 
Longshoremen’'s and Harbor 
Workers’ Compensation Act, which 
covers only longshoremen employed 
by private stevedores 


“AB 312 will simply bring workers’ 
compensation benefits for 
longshoremen employed by the Port 
of Sacramento into line with those 
available for longshoremen doing 
similar work,” Fazio said 

“If my bill becomes law. the Port ot 


Sacramento will be able to jou. the 
State Compensation Insurance Fund 
and pay premiums to increase 
coverage for its workers at no ad- 
ditional expense to California tax- 
payers.” 


AB 312 has the support of the Sac-
